timore orioles were building their nest. 
The pieces of yarn were all exactly iilike 
except In color 
There was an eoual 


number of threads of each color, the 
red and yellow bein^ purposely placed 
on top The birds clioae only the duller 
colors, taking all of tlie gray and a few 
threads of the purple when the nest 
was nearly done 
Not a single thread 


of the yellow or bright red was touched, 
the birds seeming to instinctively knofr 
that such loud colors would tunke thetr 
domicile too conspicuous.

Again lie experimented by (hrdling
